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It  is  now  more  than  two  years  since  a  special 
report  was  presented  to  the  several  Courts  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  showing  the  necessity  of  en¬ 
larging  the  Asylum,  and  suggesting  that  increased 
accommodation  should  be  provided  for  not  less 
than  180  Patients.

arrangements  were  at  once  made  with 
Mr.  Fowler  Jones,  the  Architect,  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications. 

A  long  delay  however  occurred,  owing  to  the 
difficulty  which  was  experienced  in  procuring  an 
increased  supply  of  water  ;  which  increased  supply 
under  any  circumstances  would  have  been  necess-' 
ary,  as  the  quantity  had  been  gradually  decreasing 
from  year  to  year,  and  such  decrease  had  been  a 
subject  of  great  anxiety  to  the  Committee.  * 

In  the  report  of  last  year,  allusion  is  made  to 
the  steps  which  had  been  adopted  by  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  to  obtain  an  increased  supply  and  a  Report 
from  Mr.  Hughes,  the  Engineer  was  appended. 
His  anticipation,  that  water  would  be  found  as 
soon  as  the  boring  had  penetrated  the  green  sand, 
was  shortly  verified,  as  in  the  month  of  February, 
an  abundant  supply  was  obtained  at  the  depth  of 
505  feet. 
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In  the  following  months,  the  tenders  for  the 
Buildings  were  received,  and  out  of  nine,  the 
lowest  (that  of  Messrs.  Bellerby  and  Biscombe, 
Builders,  at  York,  for  £14,700)  was  accepted.  This 
however  considerably  exceeded  the  estimate  of  the 
Architect,  on  which  the  original  application  was 
based.  The  Committee  during  the  progress  of  the 
works  have  found  it  desirable  to  make  certain  ad¬ 
ditions  and  alterations,  which  have  received  the 
sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  a  further 
outlay  has  been  made  amounting  to  £920. 

The  expenses  also  incurred  in  completing  the 
works  connected  with  the  well  have  been  more 
than  double  the  amount  estimated.  From  these  and 
other  causes  as  explained  in  the  following  state¬ 
ment,  the  Committee  are  compelled  to  make  a 
further  application  to  the  several  Courts  of  Quarter 
Sessions  for  the  sum  of  £7,000,  in  the  following 
proportions.

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The  Committee  in  making  this  statement  feel 
that  nothing  more  has  been  done  than  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  proper,  and  economical  working 
of  the  Institution,  and  for  insuring  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  Patients.  The  Asylum  has  hitherto 
been  free  from  any  epidemic  disease,  but  the  want 
of  some  detached  buildings,  such  as  are  now  pro¬ 
posed,  has  for  a  long  time  been  most  severely  felt. 

The  extra  cost  now  incurred,  for  maintenance  of 
patients  in  other  Asylums,  amounting  to  £700  an¬ 
nually,  will  be  saved ;  and  by  taking  in  patients 
from  other  Counties,  a  still  further  sum  will  be 

received  towards  a  reduction  of  the  rate  of  main- 

* 

tenance.  The  new  buildings,  commenced  in 
the  month  of  May,  have  made  considerable  pro¬ 
gress  and  will,  it  is  expected,  be  completed  in  the 
month  of  June,  next. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited 
the  Asylum  on  the  23rd  November,  and  made 
the  following  report. 


Three  Counties  Asylum, 

24  November,  1870. 

We  yesterday  officially  visited  the  Asylum,  inspected  all  its  Wards, 
Offices,  and  Workshops,  and  with  the  exception  of  3  men  and  8wromen 
absent  on  trial,  saw  all  the  Patients. 


The  present  number  on  the  books  is  550  viz.  270  of  the  male,  and  280 
of  the  female  sex. 
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The  Admissions,  Discharges,  and  Deaths,  since  the  last  visit  of  the 
Commissioners,  9  Dec.  1869,  have  been  as  follows,

Two  Inquests  have  been  held,  one  only  of  which  calls  for  particular 
notice,  the  case  was  that  of  a  male  Patient  who  made  his  escape  and  was 
accidently  run  over  by  a  Railway  Train.  The  depositions  and  other 
papers  having  been  referred  to  us  by  the  Board,  we  have  specially  en¬ 
quired  into  all  the  circumstances,  and  now  report  the  result. 

On  the  evening  of  the  20th  of  September  the  Patient  in  accordance 
with  the  usual  practice,  was,  with  three  or  four  others,  permitted  by 
the  attendant  in  charge  of  their  Ward,  No.  2,  to  go  after  supper  into 
the  Airing  Court.  After  searching  the  Court,  with  a  view  to  ascertain 
whether  any  Patients  remained  in  it,  the  Attendant  referred  to  having 
as  he  states  to  us,  seen  the  Patient  behind  another  approaching  the 
door  into  the  Court,  but  not  having  observed  him  enter,  closed  the 
door  for  the  night,  this  was  about  20  minutes  before  7  o’clock,  and  it 
was  not  until  10  minutes  to  8  that,  on  locking  up  the  last  thing  at  bed¬ 
time,  he  discovered  that  the  Patient  was  missing.  We  are  strongly  of 
opinion  that  it  was  the  plain  duty  of  the  Attendant  before  closing  the 
outer  door,  to  make  sure  that  every  Patient  whom  he  had  allowed  to 
go  into  the  Airing  Court  had  come  in,  and  we  think  that  the  fact  of 
upwards  of  an  hour,  being  suffered  to  elapse  without  the  Attendant 
being  aware  that  he  was  not  within  his  Ward,  or  elsewhere  in  the 
building,  shews  that  there  was  a  lack  of  due  supervision. 

The  Sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  appears  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
Patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are  24  males  and  29 
females.  We  found  6  male  and  11  female  patients  in  bed  in  the 
Infirmaries.  According  to  the  Medical  Journal,  since  the  last  visit,  25 
male  and  13  female  Patients  have  been  placed  in  Seclusion,  the  former 
altogether  on  70  and  the  latter  on  27  occasions.  At  the  time  of  our 
visit  one  Patient  of  each  sex,  was  secluded.

In  reference  to  the  supply  of  Newspapers,  and  Illustrated  and  other 
entertaining  Periodicals,  we  have  to  report  that  we  observed  many  on 
the  tables  in  the  several  Day  rooms  ;  Books  from  the  Lending  Library , 
which  contains  nearly  1,500  volumes  are  systematically  distributed 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chaplain. 


As  suggested  at  the  last  visit  some  Bagatelle  Boards  have  been  in¬ 
troduced  in  both  Divisions. 


Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  substitution  of  canvas 
stretchers  for  wooden  laths  in  the  Bedsteads. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  Straw  Beds  have  been  somewhat  reduced  in 
number  in  the  Male  division,  viz.,  from  47  to  38,  no  reduction  has  taken 
place  on  the  female  side,  we  repeat  the  recommendation  that  their 
use  be  gradually  discontinued. 

The  extension  and  improvement  of  the  Airing  Courts  of  Nos.  5  and  6 
Wards  on  each  side  which  were  in  contemplation  at  the  time  of  the 
last  visit  have  been,  or  are  in  course  of  being  carried  out,  they  will  be 
upwards  of  twice  their  former  size,  and  in  each  will  be  a  detached 
building  containing  a  Day-room  and  Sleeping  accommdation  for  10  or 
12  Patients,  and  available  for  the  isolation  of  contagious  cases. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  orderly  state  and  satis¬ 
factory  personal  condition  of  the  Patients  of  both  sexes,  no  one  of  whom 
made  any  complaint. 
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We  saw  the  Dinner  in  several  Wards,  which  consisted  of  good  Soup 
with  Meat  and  Yegetables  in  it,  and  light  dumpling. 


We  found  the  Day-rooms,  Corridors,  and  Dormitories,  clean  and  in 
excellent  order.  The  Patients  have  the  comfort  of  much  furniture 
of  a  domestic  kind  as  small  tables,  &c. 

The  means  adopted  with  a  view  to  remedy  the  deficiency  in  the 
Water  supply  have,  we  are  glad  to  find,  proved  successful,  and  the 
Additions  and  Improvements  which  were  temporarily  suspended,  have 
made  satisfactory  progress. 

Additional  accommodation  will  be  thereby  provided  for  about  180 
Patients.  The  G-eneral  Dining  Halls  will  be  very  spacious,  and  that 
in  the  Female  Division  will  also  be  used  for  Recreation  and  Entertain- 
:  ments. 

The  arrangements  for  out  door  exercise  and  amusement  continues 
substantially  as  heretofore. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  9s.  6d. 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  110th.  section  of  the  Act 
8  &  9  Yict.  c.  100  we  have  included  in  our  enquiries  the  subject  of  the 
s  visitation  and  management  of  the  Asylum,  and  among  other  things 
i  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Visitors  by  the  61st. 
)  section  of  the  11  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  1858,”  and  as  to  which  entries 
are  required  to  be  made  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  On 
asking  for  the  production  of  the  book  referred  to,  we  were  informed 
;  by  Me.  Denne,  that  it  was  in  his  custody,  and  that  he  did  not  feel  at 
liberty,  to  lay  it  before  us,  having  received  directions  to  the  contrary 
from  the  Visitors.  He  verbally  informed  us  that  the  Statutory  duties 
1  of  visitation  are  duly  performed  by  the  Visitors.  We  are  of  opinion 
that  this  as  well  as  the  other  Statutory  Books  ought  to  have  been 
produced  to  us. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Denne  continue  to  discharge  their  duties  as  Super¬ 
intendent  and  Matron  with  zeal  and  efficiency.

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With  reference  to  the  deaths  of  the  two  Patients 
alluded  to  in  that  report,  and  the  Coroner’s  Inquest 
Held  upon  them,  the  Committee  would  state  that 
m  both  instances  a  full  inquiry  was  Instituted. 
In  the  first  case,  when  a  Patient  committed  suicide 
by  hanging  himself,  the  Committee  considering 
that  some  blame  for  negligence  was  attached  to  the 
attendant  in  charge,  he  was  dismissed.  In  the 
second  case,  upon  a  Patient  who  had  escaped  from 
the  Asylum,  and  was  afterwards  killed  on  the  Gt. 
Northern  Pail  way,  the  attendants  were  exonerated 
from  any  neglect  of  duty. 

The  Committee  have  frequently  called  the  notice 
of  the  Boards  of  Guardians  to  the  large  number 
of  Patients  sent  to  the  Asylum,  suffering  more 
from  Imbecility  of  Age,  than  from  Insanity,  it  is 
satisfactory  to  know  that  steps  are  now  being 
taken  in  some  Unions  to  provide  accommodation 
for  these  Patients  in  the  work-houses. 

The  cost  of  Maintenance  during  the  year  has 
been  at  the  rate  of  9s.  6d.  per  week,  this  was  the 
average  expenditure  throughout  England  in  1869. 
The  Committee  are  however  glad  to  report  that 
they  have  been  able  to  reduce  the  rate  of  Mainten¬ 
ance  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  ensuing  year  to  9s. 

The  accounts  for  the  Farm  and  Garden  for  the 
year  ending  at  Michaelmas  last,  show  a  more  sa¬ 
tisfactory  balance  than  on  the  previous  year. 
There  is  a  clear  profit  of  £516  :  5  :  5,  after 


deducting  the  estimated  labour  of  Patients,  interest 
on  capital,  rent,  and  taxes.  The  Patients  are  still 
supplied  with  meat  of  excellent  quality,  from  the 
farm,  the  charge  for  which  during  the  year  has 
been  at  the  rate  of  6§d.  to  7d.  per  pound. 


The  Asylum  has  been  regularly  visited  by 
Members  of  the  Committee  in  rotation,  who  have 
at  all  times  expressed  themselves  as  satisfied  with 
the  general  management.  It  is  evident  to  the 
Committee  that  under  the  active  care  and  super- 
j  vision  of  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Denne,  supported  as  they 
|i  have  been  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  and 
:  other  Officers,  and  Attendants,  the  Patients  receive 
i  every  care  and  attention.  The  duties  of  late  have 
|  been  more  than  ordinarily  onerous,  in  consequence 

I  of  the  works  going  on  connected  with  the  en¬ 
largement  of  the  Asylum,  and  the  crowded  state 
of  the  Wards. 


The  Patients  who  have  been  brought  before  the 
Committee  previous  to  discharge  have  invariably 
i  expressed  themselves  most  thankful  for  the  kin  fi¬ 
ll  ness  they  have  received.

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The  Committee  have  again  much  pleasure  in 
testifying  to  the  interest  and  zeal  shown  by  the 
Chaplain  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  and  also 
wish  to  convey  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Butler,  the 
Clerk  to  the  Committee,  Mr.  Lester,  Clerk  of  the 
Asylum,  and  also  to  Mr.  Barnes,  the  Steward,  for 
the  assistance  rendered  by  them.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

RESIDENT  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Three  Counties  Asylum . 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  yon  my  Eleventh  Ar 
Report. 

On  the  31st  of  December,  1869,  the  numbers  in  the  Asylia 
were  248  males,  and  261  females,  including  1  male,  and  4  fe¬ 
males  absent  on  trial ;  making  a  total  of  509  patients. 

The  admissions  in  the  course  of  the  year  have  been,  (together 
with  re-admissions)  165,  viz,  81  males  and  84  females,  and 
the  total  number  under  treatment  was  674,  of  these,  48  were 
discharged  recovered,  11  relieved,  2  not  improved,  and  80  died. 
There  now  remain  in  the  Institution  533  viz.,  265  males,  and 
268  females,  including  7  males,  and  5  females  absent  on  trial. 

The  daily  average  number  was  522. 

The  Statistical  tables  of  the  Medico  Physiological  Associa¬ 
tion  have  been  again  introduced  in  the  appendix,  carefully 
compiled  by  Dr.  Mickley. 

Two  inquests  have  been  held  during  the  year. 
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First.  T.  M.  who  had  been  an  inmate  of  the  Asylum  five 
weeks,  and  when  admitted,  had  a  self-inflicted  wound  in  the 
neck,  was  found  on  the  19th  of  March,  suspended  to  a  coat  peg 
behind  the  door  of  the  night  Attendants  bed  room,  quite  dead. 
It  was  a  very  doubtful  point  how  the  door  was  opened. 

The  verdict  of  the  Jury  was,  “  that  T.  M.,  did  strangle  and 
suffocate  himself  by  hanging,  whilst  of  unsound  mind.”  One 
of  the  Jury  stated  that  his  father,  brother,  and  one  sister  had 
committed  suicide. 

The  Second.  Was  a  young  man  F.  H.,  who  eluded  the  watch 
of  the  Attendant  when  he  called  his  Patients  in  from  the  Airing 
Court,  and  made  his  escape  by  getting  over  the  railings,  and 
notwithstanding  strict  search  was  made  for  him,  he  was  found 
during  the  night  by  the  Railway  Servants,  in  a  mutilated  state, 
having  been  run  over  by  a  train. 

ie  verdict  of  the  Jury  was,  “  that  he  was  accidently  killed 
;ng  run  over  by  a  Railway  Train  on  the  Great  Northern 

.iway.” 

Several  casualties  of  an  interesting  character  have  occurred 
during  the  year. 

W.  A.  at  78  years,  was  found  whilst  in  a  single  room  to  have 
a  fractured  arm.  There  was  no  evidence  to  prove  how  it  was 
done ;  he  was  an  old  and  feeble  Patient  with  Chronic  Rheuma¬ 
tic  affection  of  the  Joints,  and  probably  fell  in  his  attempt  to 
get  out  of  bed. 

A.  W.  a  thin  bed-ridden  Patient  fractured  her  arm  whilst 
turning  in  bed ;  it  united  notwithstanding  her  constantly  re¬ 
moving  the  splints. 

As  L.  H.,  was  returning  from  his  work  in  the  field,  on  July 
25th,  at  4  o’clock,  p.m.,  he  was  struck  by  lightning  :  he  was 
immediately  seen  by  his  clothes  being  on  fire,  both  legs  were 
deeply  burnt,  more  than  could  be  accounted  for  by  the 
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smouldering  of  the  clothes,-  all  his  hair  was  singed  and  his 
shoe  was  torn  off  his  foot.  He  survived  the  shock  two  months. 


C.  T.,  a  general  paralytic  caught  his  foot  in  the  matting,  and 
falling  with  his  leg  under  him,  fractured  the  Fibia. 

0.  F.,  with  a  like  affection  fell  on  the  stairs  and  fractured 
her  arm. 

W.  B.  fell  in  an  epileptic  fit  and  dislocated  both  bones,  out¬ 
wards,  at  the  elbow- joint  without  fracture,  a  rare  occurrence  ; 
but  after  considerable  manipulation,  the  dislocation  was  re¬ 
duced.  These  last  three  cases  made  a  good  recovery. 

The  last  suggestions  of  Mr.  Hughes  that  the  shaft  of  the 
new  well  should  be  extended,  was  so  satisfactory  that  an  inter- 
minible  supply  of  water  can  be  obtained,  it  is  estimated  that 
the  present  pumps  can  raise  190,000  gals,  in  the  24  hours. 

Dr.  Frankland  of  the  Bivers  Pollution  Commission,  gives 
the  following  analysis  of  the  water —

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and  s^ys  “  the  water  is  of  excellent  quality  for  drinking,  and 
that  the  suspended  matter  is  innocuous,  being  mineral  and  will 
disappear  when  the  well  has  been  pumping  for  a  few  months.” 

The  new  buildings  were  commenced  in  June,  and  it  is  grati¬ 
fying  to  state,  that  that  not  a  single  casualty  has  occurred  to 
the  Patients.

The  Patients  continue  to  enjoy  the  walks  into  the  country, 
of  which  a  large  number  of  both  sexes  participate,, 

The  varied  Entertainments  have  been  highly  appreciated  by 
the  Patients  and  others,  they  consist  of  Eeadings  with  Music 
and  Singing  Theatricals,  quarterly  Balls,  and  fortnightly 
dances. 

Although  the  mortality  has  been  large,  the  health  of  the 
Patients  generally,  has  been  good. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  on  the 
23rd  of  November,  and  left  a  favourable  record  of  their  visit. 

With  my  best  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  staff  for  the  willing 
aid  they  have  always  afforded  me,  and  my  most  grateful  ack¬ 
nowledgement  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  I  have  received 
from  you.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN. 


To  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Three  Counties  Asylum. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  yon  my  eleventh  Annual 
Report  with  tables  annexed,  which  show  the  attendance  of 
Patients  at  Chapel,  at  the  Holy  Communion  and  at  my  Classes, 
also  the  number  of  Library  books  distributed  during  the  past 
year. 

In  my  last  Report  I  noticed  that  there  was  towards  the  close 
of  1869  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  Female 
Patients  attending  Chapel.  This  increase  has  been  maintained 
throughout  this  year ;  and  I  am  enabled  to  return  the  average 
number  of  Patients  at  Chapel  as  being  79  Males  and 
110  Females  making  a  Total  of  189  at  the  Morning  Service, 
and  38  Males  and  97  Females,  making  a  Total  of  135  in  the 
Evening.  There  'has  been  the  usual  number  of  Attendants  at 
each  Service,  and  a  good  congregation  of  the  officers  and  others 
connected  with  the  Asylum.  The  Services  are  remarkable  for 
their  quietude,  and  for  the  heartiness  and  devotion  with  which 
all  seem  to  engage  in  them.  Collections  were  made  here  as 
elsewhere  at  the  time  of  Harvest  Thanksgiving  for  the  Sick 
and  Wounded  in  the  War. 

The  Attendance  of  Patients  at  the  Bible  and  Singing  Classes 
continues  to  be  very  fair,  the  average  number  being  13  Males 
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and  27  Females  making  a  total  of  40.  Some  of  those  who  at¬ 
tended  most  regularly  have  been  discharged  or  have  died 
during  the  year,  but  their  places  have  been  soon  supplied  by 
others.  The  Table  shows  that  29  new  names  have  been  entered 
upon  the  list  since  my  last  Report.  The  same  method  of  in¬ 
struction  is  carried  on  as  heretofore. 

The  total  number  of  Library  books,  which  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed  during  the  year,  has  been  3649,  making  an  average  of 
304  vols.,  per  month,  and  70  per  week.  By  the  grant  given  in 
August,  97  vols.  were  added  to  the  Library,  so  that  there  are 
altogether  1,443  vols.,  deducting  those  lost  or  destroyed. 
The  books  are  in  good  order,  notwithstanding  their  constant 
use.  The  Patients  evidently  appreciate  the  Library,  and  also 
the  Periodicals  and  Papers  which  are  placed  in  the  Wards  for 
their  use. 

There  have  been  eight  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion 
during  the  year,  the  numbers  attending  being  47  (twice),  46, 
45,  41, 40  (twice),  and  38,  giving  an  average  total  of  43.  This  in¬ 
cludes  Officers,  Patients,  Attendants,  &c. ;  the  average  number 
of  patients  (alone)  being  21.  Since  my  last  report  8  Patients, 
all  regular  communicants,  have  been  discharged :  but  on  the 
other  hand  29  new  names  have  been  added  to  my  Communicant 
list,  of  whom  16  are  Patients.  There  have  been  51  Burials  in 
the  Cemetery  this  year.  The  Funerals  are  conducted  with  the 
same  amount  of  reverence  and  decorum,  as  I  have  before 
remarked. 

The  Wednesday  evenings  in  Lent  and  Advent  have  been 
observed  with  Special  Services  as  heretofore,  but  with  this  dif¬ 
ference.  Up  to  this  year  the  Service  had  been  only  for  the 
Officers,  Attendants,  and  their  families,  and  consisted  of 
Hymns,  Litany,  and  Sermon.  But  as  many  of  the  Patients 
expressed  a  great  desire  to  attend,  it  was  arranged  with  the 
sanction  o f  the  Medical  Superintendent  that  the  time  of  the 
Service  should  be  altered  to  7  o’clock,  that  they  might- have 
the  opportunity  of  being  present,  and  that  the  Service  should

be  exactly  the  same  as  on  Sunday  evening.  The  average 
number  of  Patients  which  attended  these  Services  were  90,  and 
Officers,  &e.  61,  making  a  total  of  151.  There  was  Full 
Evening  Service  also  on  Ascension  Day. 

A  Confirmation  was  held  at  Shefford  in  March  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocess,  to  which  I  took*  up  13  Candidates  from  among 
the  Attendants  and  their  Families,  having  duly  instructed  them 
in  the  requirements  of  the  Rite.  One  of  these  had  been  pre¬ 
viously  baptised  by  me  in  Stotfold  Church  according  to  her  own 
wish.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  here  on  the 
Sunday  following  the  Confirmation,  when  6  of  the  newly  con¬ 
firmed  were  partakers,  and  at  the  next  celebration  2  more  were 
present,  so  that  8  out  of  the  13  Candidates  became  communicants 
and  have  continued  very  regular  in  their  attendance  ever  since. 

The  Readings  with  Music,  which  were  commenced  last  sea¬ 
son,  have  been  renewed,  much  to  the  gratification  of  the 
Patients,  who  evidently  regard  them  as  a  source  of  great 
amusement. 

The  Sunday  School  for  Attendants’  children  continues  to  be 
well  attended,  the  number  being  44.  This  year  I  commenced 
a  short  service  with  Catechism  on  Sunday  Afternoons  during 
Lent  and  Advent  for  the  Children  and  their  Parents  and  for 
any  others  who  might  desire  to  attend.  As  it  is  so  much 
appreciated,  I  hope  to  continue  it.  It  is  held  at  3  o’Clock 
and  consequently  does  not  interfere  at  all  with  the  regular 
Morning  and  Evening  Services.
